Sax Dieco, Dec. 5, 1 a.m.—[By the 
Associated Press.j| Areport wasspread 
abroad tonight that an attempt would 
be made to lynch Capt. Sam Smith, the 
supposed murderer of George Neale, 
the crime having been committed off 
Coronado Islands Friday morning, and 
it was said that Indian Joe, who was 
yesterday convicted of murder in the 
first degree, would skare his fate. 

One hundred and fifty men were or- 
ganized in squads in various parts of 
the city, many armed with Winchesters, 
but it appears to be the belief that the 
attack upon the jail will be deferred 
for a night or two till less excitement 
is felt. But there isa grim determina- 
tion, since the friends of Smith are tak- 
ing refuge in the insanity plea, to make 
clean work of him before he slips 
through the clutches of the law. 

At l a.m. it is quiet on the streets, 
but a considerable body of men and boys 
not belonging to the mob are congre- 
gated about the jail, through curiosity, 
to see whatever occurs. Probably 
there will be nothing to repay them for 
their trouble tonight. 


College Students Coming South. 

Sawn Francisco, Dec. 4.—The Los An- 
geles students at the State University 
and those from the South generally will 
unite ina party to go south for the 
Christmas holidavs, and will charter a 
couple of cars to carry them. Aglee 
club will accompany the party and will 
make a tour of towns of the South dur- 
ing the vacation. 


The Damage to the Spree. 


QUEENSTOWN, Dec. 4.—The Spree Lies’ 


at her moorings in the outer harbor. 
She draws thirty feet of water aft and 
eighteen feet forward. The pumps are 
kept continually working. The bulk- 
head of the third compartment was badly 
strained, but it is well secured. Until 
divers report on the condition of the 
vessel’s huli it cannot be decided what 
course will be taken. It is believed an 
effort will be made to pump the water 
out of the two flooded compartments. 
A number of sacks of mail are still 
aboard the Spree. They could not be 
received in time to meet the Etruria. 


The Earth Caved In. 

SHENANDOAH (Pa.,) Dec. 4.—Residents 
of Lost Creek, two miles west of here, 
were thrown into great excitement at 
an early hour this morning bythe sud- 
den caving-in of about 300 feet of 
surface directly underneath the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad tracks. Four tracks 
were carried down to.a depth of twenty- 
five feet and the southern wallof a Lost 
Creek store fell out, and a large part of 
the building is now overhanging the 
immense cave-in. Peopleare ina state 
of dread as night approaches, being in 
fear of further settling. The caving-in 
was occasioned by robbing the pillars. 


Seeking for Buried Treasure. 

New Orveans, Dec. 4.—The Times- 
Democrat's City of Mexico special says:

A San Bernafgino county paper inti- 
mates that the State Citrus Fair next 
March isto be held at Colton; that a 
majority of the State Board of Agricult- 
ure have agreed to this proposition. 

It is the way of some of those interior 
papers to claim everything in sight, 
whetherthey have title to it or not. 
We can hardly believe that the mem- 
bersof the State Board of Agriculture 
would commit themselves in advartce to 
such an ill-advised course. 

The object of holding these State 
exhibits, as we understand it, is mainly 
to display our hortioultural achieve- 
ments to visitors. This being the case, 
the fair should be held where the most 
visitors are to b2 found. Colton is not 
such a place.

for the people of San Bernardino

LITTLE KATZ. 


A Man Who Is Afraid of His Shady 
Record. 

One of the amusing features of the 
campaign has been the antics of little 
Homer C. Katz, who has been one of 
the most pliant tools of the Democratic 
candidate for Mayor and the water com- 
pany.

Some one told 
Katz that his own record was to be 
shown up in counection with the Native 
Sons of the Golden West and Ancient Or- 
der of United Workmen, when the little 
man began scurrying around for a cer- 
tificate of character. He was de- 
nounced in the Republican committee- 
rooms as having embezzled the funds of 
those orders by persons who stated that 
they knew ot their own knowledge that 
he was guilty, but Katz finally secured 
an affidavit, couched in very guarded 
language, that he was not indebted to 
the Native Sons, which he desired pub- 
lished in case he was ‘‘attacked.” As 
the little man was not of enough conse- 
quence-to,be" ‘‘attacked,’’ no attention 
has been paid to the matter, and it is 
only mentioned as an incident to show 
how big some little men are in their 
own estimation.

A Christmas Gift to Start Now. 
Contributed to the Times. 

To an invalid friend was sent a Christ- 
mas greeting last year which for origin- 
ality and beauty has seldom been 
equalled by the home-made Christmas 
present makers. 

A shallow wooden bowl (costing but 
8 cents at the hardware store) hada 
dozen small gimlet holes bored in its 
bottom. The outside was painted white, 
on which gold paint or gilt was splat- 
tered with truly Japanese “effect. With 
fine pebbles and sand the bottom was 
covered an inch thick. Over this rich 
garden loam was spread to within an 
inch of thetopof the bowl. In the cen- 
ter a small moundof loap was built. A 
package of mixed nasturtium seed, cost- 
ing 5 cents, was soaked in warm 
water for a day. With the end of a 
lead pencil little holes were drilled.an 
inch anda half deep (not too thickly,) 
and into each a seed was dropped and 
covered with earth. Three cords of 
gold picture wire held the bowl, which 
was hung for a weekin a warm. dark 
cellar. All this was done about Decem- 
ber 1, and by the 7th of the month the 
bowl was in a warm, sunny window, 
and green leaves were breaking the

The Rich Effects 
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PASADENA. 


One of the Pleasant Rambles in This 
Vicinity. 


Ladies Who Will Condact the Fair—After 
the Storm Comes Sunshine — 
Personal Notes and 
Brevities. 


Another day of sunshine and the country 
roads will be in fine condition for driving. 
The town is full of visitors, to whom a brief 
discription of ome of the most popular 
drives in this vicinity will no doubt be of 
interest. Tosee Pasadena is one thing, 
Dut there are neighboring attractions 
which every tourist should visit before re- 
turning to their distant homes. Those 
who fail to avail themselves of this oppor- 
tunity will go away without any proper 
conception of the wealth and grandeur of 
the natural attractions of this favored sec- 
tion. There are agreat number of won- 
derfully pjcturesque retreats hereabouts, 

which will be brietly described from time to 
time in these columns, all of whjch are well 
worth seeing. 

The drive in question is commonly re- 
ferred to as ‘a swing around the circle.’ 
It includes the towns of Lamanda Park — 
Sierra Madre, Baldwin's famous Santa 
Anita ranch, the old town and mission of 
San Gabriel and Alhambra. The drive is 
from sixteen to eighteen miles, and the 
points of interest are sufficiently numerous 
to take up an entire day for thelr inspec- 
tion. Leaving the center ofthe city, the 
drive lies eastward on Colorado, street, one 
of the principal and most beautiful thor. 
oughfares of town, and which is at present 
enjoying a veritable building boom in the 
line of handsome residences. It is a 
straight path to Lamanda Park, three 
miles distant. Tne intervening territory is 
under a bigh state of cultivation and 
highly productive. DLamanda Park is a 
pretty little village, where is located one of 
the large wineries of. this part of the 
country. 

A short detour to the ene and the road 
pnce more leads due east to *‘Lucky”™’ Bald- 
win’s world-famed ranch, a couple of miles 
distant. By taking a roundabout course to 
the north, the town of Sicrra Madre, that 
nestles picturesquely in the shadow of the 
mountains, may also be visited. To use a 
trite expression, the attractions of Bald- 
win'’s ranch are too numerous to mention, 
and must be seen to be appreciated. From 
the lake. on the banks of which Mr. Bald- 
win's ideal country home is _ located, 
the road runs directly south. walled 
in on either side by topvering euca- 
lyptus..trees, bick of which stretch 
miles of orchards, the trees bending undér 
the weight of the fruit, now turning 
golden. Aiter crossing the Monrovia 
branch of the Terminal roaa, take the first 
road tothe right, which Jeads up by the 
famous Sunny Slope Winery. The Hotel 
San Gabriel is now in sight and few travel- 
ers manage to pass . hospitable confines 
without at least a glance within. Continu- 
ing the drive to the westward, the old Mis- 
sion of San Gabriel is soon reached, This 
is one of the most interesting spots in this 
vicinity. Leaving San Gabriel, the road 
lies, by the shortest route, through the 
beautiful town of Alhambra. Thence, 
turning northward. the Raymond Hotel 
becomes a prominent landmark, and the 
visitor soon finds himself at this attractive 
spot. Half an hour later he is back at the 
Starting point, which is one way of spend- 
‘ng a delightful day.

Orders tor 
pickled olives have already come from Chi- 
cago and New York at 75 cents per gallon, 
and only a small part of them can be filled, 
while the call for Pomona olive oil is be- 
yond all precedent. This place has made a 
reputation for itself in the line of olives, 
and eastern people who prefer California 
olives to all others, because of our methods 
of picking them when ripe and full of oil, 
look more and more each year to Pomona 
Valley for their supply of this fruit and the 
oilthereof. Pickled olives at 75 cents a 
gallon are worth from $250 to $300 an 
acre for a fair yield. M. M. Dewey reports 
that many olive-growers here this season 
will receive $200 an acre for their crops. 

William D. Smith, J.J. Henry and Capt. 
W.O. Weich have been promised lucrative 
positions undcr the Republican county of- 
cials after January 1, and will take up 
their abode in Los Angeles.

Enough 
gravel could be hauledin a. few davs and 
put upon the’ street to make it a good road, 
andat avery sinall expense. It is a fine 
sight for the tenderfeetto gaze upon, who 
have come over to thaw out.

FRIGHTFUL DEATH. 


A Man Run Over by an Eleétrie Car and 
‘Instantly Killed. 

At 9:30 o'clock last night a Mexican 
named Victor Martinez met with a 
frightful death at Buena Vista and Ord 
streets by being run over by an electric 
car. 

The train was returning from Buena 
Vista street bridge and was running at 
a good rate of speed, when Motorneer 
John Alburt noticed aman jump from 
the sidewalk and fall on thetrack a few 
feet from his car.
